1. The texts in italic are the captions that accompanied the movie details in the illustrated programmes. I have 
left the non-descriptive captions (jokes, puns, etc) as they at least reflect the Exploding Cinema ethos/style 
even if they tell us nothing about the movie. Note: Duncan sometimes writes "a searing indictment" when he 
doesn't know how to describe a movie... Sometimes these cryptic little texts are supplied by the filmmaker. 
Sometimes they are hype, sometimes accurate statements. 

2. There is a small chance (1 in 10?) that films listed were not shown for various reasons. (And that there were 
films shown that were not listed, as happened to me on two occasions!) 

3. Quotes and Capitals are used only if they appear in the programme. Other idiosyncratic spelling etc is as it 
was in the programme (apart from my own mistakes!) 

4. My own comments or notes are enclosed [in square brackets] 

5 Same names are assumed to be same person! 

6 The works are often made the same year they are first shown or the year before. Sometimes an earlier date 
is given (in brackets) if recorded. This is an area of uncertainty in the catalogue. 

7 Limitation of 'V' for video is that it doesn't give origination media, the issue is that prints cost money and film 
originals can't be shown without great risk. Maybe even the majority of 1st 16mm films don't get prints made 
and so a rarely if ever seen! 

8 In spite of the whimsy and irony of many of the captions, or rather taking it into account, there is a wealth of 
wisdom to be selected from this lucky bag of film poster riffs. 

9 'S8 sound' suggests that the sound is embedded on the film rather than on a separate cassette. 

10 When a film appears to be repeated in the following show it is probable that it got left out the first show for 
time or other reasons and so got forwarded to the next show. There was a '6 month rule' to limit repeat 
showings especially of works by collective members! 

11 Occasionally, when the same film is shown on more than one occasion, I have repeated the entry if the 
length suggests that the film has been re-edited between the two showings (usually shorter) Or this is 
indicated by a dual duration ie '3/ 5'. Showing how the ExC forum can be part of the film making process.

I have 
left the non-descriptive captions (jokes, puns, etc) as they at least reflect the ExC ethos/style even if they tell 
us nothing about the movie. Note: Duncan sometimes writes "a searing indictment" when he doesn't know 
how to describe a movie... 

Sometimes these cryptic little texts are supplied by the filmmaker. Sometimes they are hype, sometimes 
accurate statements. 

2. There is a small chance (1 in 10?) that films listed were not shown for various reasons. (And that there were 
films shown that were not listed, as happened to me on two occasions!) 

3. Quotes and Capitals are used only if they appear in the programme. Other idiosyncratic spelling etc is as it 
was in the programme (apart from my own mistakes!) 

4. My own comments or notes are enclosed [in square brackets] 

5 Same names are assumed to be same person! 

6 The works are often made the same year they are first shown or the year before. Sometimes an earlier date 
is given (in brackets) if recorded. This is an area of uncertainty in the catalogue. 

7 Limitation of 'V' for video is that it doesn't give origination media, the issue is that prints cost money and film 
originals can't be shown without great risk. Maybe even the majority of 1st 16mm films don't get prints made 
and so a rarely if ever seen! 

8 In spite of the whimsy and irony of many of the captions, or rather taking it into account, there is a wealth of 
wisdom to be selected from this lucky bag of film poster riffs. 

9 'S8 sound' suggests that the sound is embedded on the film rather than on a separate cassette. 

10 When a film appears to be repeated in the following show it is probable that it got left out the first show for 
time or other reasons and so got forwarded to the next show. There was a 6 month rule to limit repeat 
showings. 

11 Occasionally, when the same film is shown on more than one occasion, I have repeated the entry if the 
length suggests that the film has been re-edited between the two showings (usually shorter) Or this is 
indicated by a dual duration ie '3/ 5'. Showing how the ExC forum can be part of the film making process. 

12 Here's a problem.... a running joke in a programme -eg "or are they?" following several captions in one 
programme will be lost in this catalogue where the entries for one show are no longer seen together (? Jan 
1994 ). 

13 Durations: These have been standardised so that 1' 15" has been reduced to '1 m'. Although half minutes 
have been included as '7.5 m'. My judgement was that the exact length to the second is rarely given and not so 
important as the minute length (unless under one minute when the duration is given in seconds). The 



disadvantage might be that evidence of re-editing on short films might be given by exact durations. However 
durations given by film makers are not consistently reliable anyway. 


14 I would like it known this catalogue took days and weeks of my slow typing and then reformatting for the 
web! Take heed before your critical email. Also this accounts for the fact that the very occasional long text 
accompanyments to the film details in the programmes are not here included. 

15 In reformatting this for the web I was struck by how this was (the end of) the era of Super 8 film. After 1998 
film becomes increasingly rare on the Exploding Programmes. 

16. Performances are generally not included unless they are also filmmakers, or unless film or slide is used in 
the performance. I have left the categories deliberately ragged. See the performance section in the thesis for 
more info.
